7.  Encourage  co-operative  park- 
ing situations  in  blocks  when  it 
is  possible  and  agreeable  to  own- 
ers. 

8.  Encourage  the  Board  of  Ad- 
justment and  other  discretionary 
bodies  to  adhere  strictly  to  the 
codes  as  much  as  is  possible  to 
avoid  non-conformity  uses  and  the 
resultant  problems. 

OTHER  ALTERNATIVE 

Another  alternative  that  has 
been  contemplated  by  the  Provo 
City  Commission  is  ^e  licensing 
of  apartment  owners.  'Hie  apart- 
ment owner,  before  granted  a 
license  will  have  to  meet  three 
requirements. 

1.  Parking  spaces  must  be  pro- 
vided for  the  occupants  of  the 
apartment.  Provo  City  Ordinance 
requires  every  150  sq.  ft  of  bed- 
room space  be  accompanied  by 
one-and-a-half  (IVi)  parking 
space. 

2.  The  apartment  must  pass 
health  standards. 


3 The  structure  and  condition 
of  the  apartment  must  pass  a 
building  safety  inspection. 

This  licensing  would  not  in  any- 
way hurt  the  student.  Raising  of 
rent  will  not  be  justified  because 
of  the  licensing. 

CONTRACTS  INCLUDE 

Robert  Gunn,  administrative  as- 
sistant to  the  committee,  said, 
“For  their  own  benefit  and  the 
benefit  of  the  city,  students  are 
urged  to  seek  accommodations 
where  they  will  have  a place  to 
park  their  car.  They  should  make 
sure  that  they  have  a parking 
space.” 

During  this  time  of  the  year 
when  students  will  be  signing 
housing  contracts  for  next  year, 
students  should  demand  that  park- 
ing facilities  are  guaranteed  be- 
fore signing. 

The  enforcement  of  the  city 
ordinance,  which  originated  some 
years  ago,  is  a result  of  a great 
number  of  complaints  from  Pro- 
vo City  residents  that  student  cars 
are  blocking  their  driveways  and 
are  obstructing  the  flow  of  traffic 
in  their  neighborhood.

What  began  as  a calm  discus- 
sion developed  into  a formal  de- 
bate Thursday  night  between 
Cleon  Skousen,  BYU  author  and 
assistant  professor  in  religion  and 
Alfred  Lilienthal  author  and  Mid- 
dle East  expert. 

Before  a crowd  of  about  900 
in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse  Lilien- 
thal argued  that  Palestinian  land 
was  consumed  by  Jewish  refugees 
in  WW  II  at  the  exense  of  the 
Arabs  living  there. 

The  Arab  nations  were  the  only 
countries  that  opened  their  doors 
to  fleeing  Jews,  and  he  now  feels 
the  danger  lies  in  the  Arab  coun- 
tries seeking  help  from  Russia 
and  eventually  becoming  beholden 
to  the  Communists. 

“The  Soviet  fleet  now  moves 
freely  in  eastern  Mediteranean 
seaports.”  he  said. 

Cleon  Skousen.  in  rebuttal, 
claims  the  Arabs  tend  to  exag- 
gerate because  they  are  an  en- 
thusiastic people.  He  quoted  Nas- 
ser as  saying,  “We  want  total 
destruction  of  Israel.” 

Also  Skousen  states  that  Jews 
purchased  the  land  now  disputed, 
developed  it,  and  prospered  in 
Palestine. 

“After  the  six-day  war  last 
year.”  he  continues,  “Israel 
agreed  to  allow  refugees  to  re- 
turn to  captured  lands  on  two 
conditions:  1.  That  Israel  be  rec- 
ognized as  a nation.  And,  2.  That 
the  Arabs  guarantee  the  peace.” 

We  live  in  a world  of  myth-in- 
formation, according  to  Mr.  Lili- 
enthal. 

In  discussing  the  six-day  “war” 
he  said:  “Let  me  tell  you  the 
truth.  Russia  won  and  the  U.S. 
lost  the  six-day  war.” 

Today  Mr.  Lilienthal  continues 
his  Middle  East  series  at  10  a.m. 
with  “What  Price  Votes?”  in  213 
McKay  Bldg. 

At  noon  in  the  Varsity  Theater 
Lilienthal  again  meets  Mr.  Skou- 
sen in  a panel  discussion  of  “The 


Middle  East:  Target  for  Com- 
munism.” 

At  3 p.m.  he  concludes  with 
“Constructive  Peace  to  Co-Exist- 
ence” in  321  Wilkinson  Center. 

VietConfIkl 
Is  Really 
Revolution 

“We  cannot  win  the  war  or  the 
peace  unless  we  properly  under- 
stand the  war.” 

This  was  the  remark  of  Tran 
van  Dinh,  Chief  Washington  Cor- 
respondent to  the  Washington 
Post,  at  the  forum  assembly, 
Thursday,  in  the  Smith  Field- 
house. 

“There  is  a revolutionary  war 
going  on  in  Vietnam,”  he  stated, 
“The  people  of  Vietnam  have  two 
main  desires.  The  first  is  a strong 
desire  to  remain  independent,  and 
the  second  is  to  protect  their  se- 
curity.” 

NOBODY  LIKES  WAR 

“No  matter  where  you  live  you 
are  the  same.  Nobody  likes  war. 
Everytime  an  American  soldier 
dies  it  hurts  me  the  same  as 
when  one  of  our  own  soldiers  die.” 

Dinh  said  he  feels  a negotiation 
will  soon  take  place  between  Han- 
oi and  the  U.S.  “But  more  im- 
portant than  the  peace  negotia- 
tions will  be  the  type  of  govern- 
ment that  is  set  up  after  the  ne- 
gotiations.” he  continued. 

THREE  EXPECTATIONS 
“I  am  disturbed  by  some  things 
in  the  U.S.,”  he  said.  “The  world 
is  expecting  more  than  money 
from  the  U.S.  They  expect  three 
things:  political  leadership,  moral 
leadership,  and  intellectual  leader- 
ship.”

1.  Appropriate  areas  on  the  per- 
imeter of  BYU  through  coopera- 
tion of  the  residents  and  Provo 
Police  be  posted  in  an  effort  to 
regulate  day-time  parking.  The 
restriction  should  be  designed  to 
encourage  parking  on  parking  lots 
instead  of  streets. 

2.  Ask  BYU  to  register  all  of 
the  students’  cars  and  encourage 
those  who  prefer  not  to  buy  an 
on-campus  permit,  to  park  in  the 
parking  spaces  provided  by  their 
landlord. 


3.  Ask  BYU  to  include  parking 
spaces  as  a strict  requirement 
for  approved  renting  to  students 
with  cars.  The  contract  should 
be  signed  and  based  upon  the 
fact  that  the  landlord  be  required 
to  furnish  the  parking  to  those 
with  cars. 

4.  Ask  BYU  to  provide  a list  of 
housing  having  parking  available 
and  a list  of  housing  not  provid- 
ing parking  for  the  use  of  students 
seeking  accommodations. 

5.  Enforce  the  2 to  5 a.m.  park- 
ing restriction.
